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I have heard you say, indeed, that you nevar belf

How fiur it is defensible to 
sanction an amusement so generally abused (though 
the evil principally consists in the excess, a concession 
which some would not grant), I leave you to deter- 
mine. All the arguments which I have heavd on the 
opposite side of the question, by those who cannot le- 
hnquish their favourite amusement, appear very weak* 
The picture which we have just witnessed exhibits, I 
beHeve, a faithful exhibition of the evil tendency of an 
inordinate attachment to a game, against which many 
ethical writers have entered a decided protest. But 
since authors of this class may be suspected of gloom- 
iness, and of undue austerity, I would rather argue 
from the testimony of those, who can lay under no 
such suspicion. And perhaps. Dean Swiff is as good 
authority in this point of view as we could possibly 
mention. Being what is sometimes termed a man of 
the world (that is, one who does not afiect to deviate 
from genera] habits, but indulges according to his taste 
in the feshionable pursuits and pleasures of the age), 
and one who probably not seldom sat down to a rub- 
ber at whist, I shall notice his description of these 
gentry, and the sangfroid with which they hear and 
qpeak at the cai^-table of the most laoientaUe events..
